A couple of years or so ago, a book was pub- 
lished and released for sale in this (and I am sure) 
other areas. It was a well-written publication and it 
spoke quite eloquently about jazz artists from, or 
close to this (Newark) area 

There were many fine artists depicted and what 
was said about them was (to my knowledge) cor- 
rect. I was taken however, by a glaring fact: The 
Rhoda Scott Trio was never mentioned!! 

The Rhoda Scott Trio was formed in 1959 but 
did not work steadily as a group until 1960. (The 
late Bill Elliott was the drummer and had to meet 
an obligation to the late Willis “Gator-tail” Jackson 
in 1959.) Joe Thomas was the saxophonist, flutist 
and arranger for the group. F.Y.l. Rhoda Scott 
played the organ. 

This group enjoyed huge success at the Key 
Club, Newark, and the Savoy in Elizabeth, the 
following was so great that when this Trio played 
at Count Basie's in New York, though they were 
not known there, the following from N.J. filled the 
club and as a result, pulled many a New Yorker 
into the club, first, out of curiosity and then they 
became ardent fans of this group. 

The Rhoda Scott Trio made two albums. Hey! 
Hey! Hey! (Here comes the Rhoda Scott Trio) and 
"Live at the Key Club." 

The group disbanded with Rhoda moving to 
France (where she's one of France's leading artists) 
Bill Elliott moved to California to pursue a acting 
career. This was after making an album with Joe 
Thomas called *Speak Your Piece". Joe Thomas con- 
tinued on his own and has made nine albums. He 
has also appeared on several albums with Jimmy 
McGriff and others. 

You may be a bit surprised when you read who 
the author of this column is, but who can better 
recall the history of this group with more accuracy 
than someone who was a member of this very, very 
popular trio?"

21 Young Women Emerge Victorious 
in the 1998 Ms. Housings Authority Pageant 


Amid a full-house of family, 
friends and supporters, the Newark 
Housing Authority (NHA) culminated a 
six-month program of intensive enrich- 
ment activities for 21 young women, ages 
13-16, with the 1998 Ms. Housing Author- 
ity Pageant at Newark Symphony Hall 
recently. 

When the judges tallied their 
scores, Larrita Jackson, 16, of the NHA's 
Baxter Terrace complex, was crowned the 
1998 Ms. Housing Authority. Heather 
Ellis, of Ruby Scott Gardens of Rahway, 
was the first runner-up; and Crystal 
Hawkins, of the NHA's Stella Wright 
Homes, was selected second runner-up. 

During the pageant, the partici- 
pants, representing public housing au- 
thorities from Essex, Monmouth and 
Union counties, skillfully presented their 
talents and skills in dance, poetry recita- 
tion, monologues and cheerleading, show- 
cased their evening gowns and provided 
self introductions as part of the competi- 
tive part of the program. The distin- 
guished panel of judges included Essex 
County Freeholder Blondie Watson, New- 


ark Councilwoman Gayle Chaneyfield- The 1998 Ms. Housing Authority Pageant winners were crowned

Cummings of the NHA's Betty Shabazz Village. The recipients of the “Most Impressive” and “Most Graceful” 
awards were Danier Drayton, of the NHA's New Horizons Gardens, and Shaniquah Greene, Bergen Street 
Village, respectively. Based on a vote of her fellow contestants, Shakimah Kim Cummings, of the NHA's Betty 
Shabazz Village, captured the “Most Congenial" award, while the pageant staff selected Keyonna Bellamy, 
Washington Village, Asbury Park, and Crystal Hawkins, of NHA's Stella Wright Homes, to receive the *Most 
Spirited” award. The judges selected the award recipients in the “most impressive," “most physically fit,” “most 
talented,” and “most graceful" categories. 

Initiated last year by the NHA, the program was designed to reach out to girls in public housing and teach 
them some important life skills to help empower them to make informed choices and become productive members 
of society. Last year, the NHA recruited young women from its family complexes; however, this year, it was 
expanded to include young women currently enrolled in school and living in public housing authorities in Essex, 
Monmouth and Union counties. Ё 

During the structured six-month program, the young women had the opportunity to learn more about 
themselves and the world around them through their participation in nature outings, field trips to cultural 
institutions and historical landmarks, rigorous community service, career exploration and personal growth and 
leadership development workshops. They spent 20 hours every week participating in pageant activities..

Her entry into politics in the 
1950s, in what was then Newark's Third Ward, evolved 
form her friendships with the late Irvine Turner, 
Newark's first black councilman, and Timothy Still, a 
community leader for whom another Central Ward street 
is named.
